To have the greatest ballad sincer of his
day hand dewn to liis classes such -ecrats of
success as these, is exceedingly eneouraz-
ing. The ligh nota hias long been the curse
of voeal art.  As Mr. Reeves points out, it
l.as often caused a sacrifice of the sinzer's
lower tones. And its efivet on the Learer
has been worse yet. Such stress has come
to be placed on the cheap effects so easily
won by a long and stronz high nole,
that the people gepernily are apt to
rezarl  this  as  the  distinguishing
charncteristio of a great singer, losing sight
of other technical qualities and ignoring
the main point of whether the singer ia
deing justice to the eomposer's intentions
or not. This state of things is made wore
by the artist’s greed for applause and the
manager's idea that applanse is the sole
criterion by which the reople’s apprecia-
tion is to he judged. And inasmueh as the
high note is of all things most likely to
prodeee & noisy demonstration in the audi-
enee (it never touches the heart or gratifies
the quiet, refined instinets) the high note

resumes more and more on its factitious
Importanes,

To those who believe that the pesplie do
deenly enjoy refined ariistio efloris, en-
tirely apart from any noisvy manifestations
they may make, it iz comiosting to hear an
cxpert in bulled singing deelars that the
most complete artistic equipment i3 neces-
sary to sucesss in that most popuiar form of
music, ; It zives a trnér view of the stand-
ards actually prevailing amonz the people
and a truer view of the artistic rank of the
ballad. All too common has become what
may be fermad "{:rims-dmmn ballad sing-
ing,"" in which the nalve simplicity and
directness belonging to  that  form
have been wholly oversloughed be mean-
ingless, aritficial ornamentation. Mr. Tsaves
holds np the ballad as a condensation of the
elemedts of opera and oratorio,in whieh the
very simplicity ol the {orm makes it all the
more neediul to deaw upon  all ressnrees of
the art in order to ereate the reqnisite vital
sympathy and artistic illusion without any
adventitions aid,

It is to be hoped that the veteran singer
will live long enough to communieate to
many pupils his matehless methol, founded
on sitch principles
